into competition, with their shippers; 
also legislation preventing th; over-issue 
of stocks and bonds by interstate rail- 
roads, express companies, telegraph and 
telephone lines, and legislation 
which 


will assure such reduction in transpor- 
tation rates as. conditions ywill permit, 
care being taken to avoid reduction that 
would compel a reduction of wages, pre- 
vent adequate sen-ice, or do injustice to 
legitimate investments. 


Banking Legislation. 


"We oppose the so-railed Aldrich bill 


or the establishment or a central bank, 
and we believe the people of the coun- 
try will bi largely freed from panics and 
consequent unemployment and business 
depression by such a systematic revis- 
ion of our banking laws as will render 
temporary relief in localities where such 
relief is needed, with protection from 
control or domination b,y what is known 
as the. money trust. 


"Banks exist for .the accommodation 


of the public and not for the control ot 
business. All legislation on the subjec1 


of banking and currency should have for 
its purpose the securing of these ac- 
commodations on terms of absolute se- 
curity to the public, and of complete 
protection from the misuse of the power 
that wealth gives to those who pos- 
sess it. 


"We condemn the pr«sent methods of 


depositing government funds in a few 
favored banks, largely situated in or 
controlled by Wall street, in return for 
political favors, and we pledge our party 
to provide by law for their deposit by 
competitive bidding of the banking in- 
stitutions of the country, national and 
state, without discrimination as to lo- 
cality, upon approved securities and sub- 
ject to call by the government. 


Rural Credits. 


"Of ^equal importance with the ques- 


tion of currency reform is the question 
of rural credits or agricultural finance. 
Therefore we recommend that an inves- 
tigation of agricultural credit societies 
in foreign countries be made, so -that 
it "may be ascertained whether a sys- 
tem of rural credits may be devised suit- 
able to conditions in the United States; 
and we also favor legislation permitting 
national hanks to loan a reasonable pro- 
portion of their funds on real estate se- 
curity. 


"We recognize the value of vocational 


education and urge federal appropria- 
ions for such training and extension 
caching in agriculture in co-operation 


"'Experience has provefl the necessity 


jf a modification of the present law re- 
lating to injunction and we reiterate the 
pledges of our platforim of 1SU6 and 
1904 iii favor of a measure which passed 
the United States senate ia !P'Jt>, re- 
lating to contempt in federal courts, and 
providing for trial by jury in cases of 
indirect contempt. 


"'Questions of judicial practice have 


arisen, especially in connection with in- 
dustrial disputes. We believe that the 
parties

"We h^old that the control of the Mis- 
issippi river is a national problem, the 
jreservation of the depth of its water 
'or the purpose of navigation, the build- 
ng of levees to maintain the integrity 
of its channel and the prevention of tho 
overflow of the land and its consequent 
destruction, resulting in interruption of 
nterstate comraercerthe disorganization 
of mail service and the enormous loss of 
ife and property impose an obligation 
which'alone can be discharged by the 
general government. 


"To maintain an adequate depth of 


water the entire year and thereby en- 
courage water transportation, a consum- 
mation worthy of legislative attention 
and an issue national in its character.

to the general welfare. 
Reservations 


should be limited to the purposes which 
they purport to serve and not extended 
to include land wholly unsuited therefor. 
The unnecessary withdrawal from sale 
and settlement of enormous tracts of 
public lands, upon which tree growth 
never existed and cannot be promoted, 
tends only to retard development, cre- 
ate discontent and bring reproach upon 
the policy of conservation. 


"The public land laws should be ad- 


ministered in a spirit of the broadest
